The 
trouble is that too many munici)>al 
governments have been so conduct¬ 
ed—and that is ju>t the reason why 
we had investigations in St. I^iuis, 
Grand Rapids. Chicago. Milwaukee, 
etc. — "business administrations'' 
every one of them. 

No less a man than Distriel 
lorncy Jerome of New York said 
in a recent intcr\-iew that "graft" 
and "bocKlIe” arc nothing else than 
the principles of private business 
applied to our (•Mie affairs. 


One would think tliat a man who 
w-ants to become mayor, the chief 
manager of a city like this—of a 
city that is to spend dver $3,ooo,tx» 
for these far-reaching social and 
ecoivDinic interests—should be a 
man who knou's sometliiiii; about 
those various social and economic 
interests. 

But Mr. Pringle's sole claim to 
this office is that he knows bo w to 
employ men to manufacture and sell 
coffins. But the city administration 
is not in need of many coffins. 

The coffin trust, for instance, 
would never dream of putting at 
the head of its manufacturing 
plants a man who made social and 
TOlitical ccxidjtions his study. Bnt 
Nlr. Pringle, who is at the bead of 
a minor phut of a coffin trust, is 
willing to become the mayor of a 
city of over 400,000 inhabitants, al- 
tlxiugh lie.'knows nothing aliout so¬ 
cial and political conditions. "These 
things are too deep for me,” said he. 


And yet there is nothing about 
business that can inspire a genuine 
man with noble ideas. The busi¬ 
ness man—the merclunt, manufac¬ 
turer, broker or , speculator—sits 
in his office and intrigues for gain. 

True, there always were and al¬ 
ways arc some honest men in busi¬ 
ness. But in business strict honesty 
is not an advantage. 

Profit is the end sought, and 
money is the amcretc expression of 
that profit. It is money tliat every 
bu'^iness man worships. His motto 
is: M.ake money, make it honestly 
if you can, but—make it anyliow. 
Sharp practices arc penuitted, are 
necessary, only—one is not to get 
caught at it. But if one is r.iught, 
it is "business” tliat one shall have 
piade cmiugh money out of the 
deals to be able to liire a shrewyl 
lawyer—who, by the way, is also 
considered a "busiucss man.”

Xcverth^s I wish to inform him that WIbt he says is tme only 
under the rapitali.st system, and n<>twithsiandtl|g''thu it does not re¬ 
move th“ fact of the crimi na l waste to which I luve referred nor of the 
disastrous effect upon the farming or the worldng class — the real 
piuducers of wealth. 

A jierson of such a mind fails signally to make a di-tinction betiveen 
the fitness or the adaptability of a thing, and the wnrih of a thing. 
Now, if these lands are adapted to residence or ^tory sites (many of 
th^ are not. and yet they are sold for these punH scs at exorbitant 
prices), the Socialist has nothing to say against the use of as much of 
this land as is required for these purposes. What the .‘socialist forsces 
and foretells is that the waste and sperulation in these lands is only one 
twine of tlie things that will eventually break down the capitalist system. 
I here was no danger of soeb a thing in 1808, fpr land was ploitiful, 
there was an extensive public iloniain, and land for coinincrcial purposes 
was little thought of, but in ie)o8 there is a (liffereiit sitnatioiiL Land 
has Ix-en unwantrmly wasted by ways already mentioned, there is no 
l^ger any public domain, the ixitmlation lias increased from .six to 
eighty millioiu, fabulous prices have been put on .sites for residence 
and factory. 

Iwt u.s see how this works osit. A commercial house pays ten, 
twentv, fifty, or more tlnusands of dollars per foot fnmt for a site to 
do hiisiiiess—a total, possibly, of one hundr^ thousand to five hundred 
thonsaiKl dollars for a few sqttare feet of land upon which to place a 
building. 1 ’(kxi this is figured up the interest, trum six to thirty 
tliousaiid dollars |>cr annum which, is added tt> the profits, already too 
large, of the articles sold, and tlie bill for rent, interest, and profit is 
sent out. .Sent to wIkiui ? There is only one place to send it; there is 
only one class that can make it gotvl, that it the proilucing class—the 
farming and the working rlas.s.

Ttconomy.—A Reason. 

T here was a time when the cooperation of men among them¬ 
selves was of little avail in preventing waste cither of 
materials or of effort. This tvas to an extent true in 1808 
when the pipulation wa.s scattered over tlie country, when 
prorluclion was witli the land t<»l by individual effort. It is 
not true today, wlicn prodtiction is by machinery and by collective 
effort. The larger the scale iquu-which anything is dnne today, tlie 
more economic it is. and the le.ss waste there is. Thus it is that the big, 
packing establishments, the iiiuiiense factories and mills, tlie ilcpartmcnt 
stores, the bonanza fams, and so forth, can make their millions from 
what tlie small coniiietitivc producers would have to tlirow away. Just 
a few days ago I was told by a fruit grower wlajse urcluirds iiuiuber 
thousands of trees that it was utterly im|xissihle to make fruit-growing 
pay on a .wiiail scale. He explaineil what I already knew that the small 
grower could not sliip to advantage, could tiot compete in the ofien 
market to advantage, could not afford the neces.sary investment in 
machinery for spraying and otlier purposes. 

It is on account of this economy in materials and hbor, and this 
■prevciHkm of wa«e ami nentralizatirm of effort, the Socialist is in 
favor of^ combination, and tlie big methotl of prexfuctinn. and oppo.ses 
w ith all his power the rcKtionary wlm would go hack to the davs of 
small tilings. Ilut iMXhwitlutanding the concentration of capital and

Let us estimate, first of all, the men who, at the time when the 
Gennali labor movement was just awakening in the sixties of the 
last century, firat furnnbed weapons for the German Social-Democ¬ 
racy ; the great-spirited agitator, Ferdvtond LassatU. 

It was to the rumbling accompaniment of weapons clashing in 
the struggle betwecit the ranks and the classes — according to Las- 
salle—thsa the andent, the mediaeval, and the modem business and ta¬ 
cit] organizations of sodety succeeded each other. In all these 
phases of the social revolutionary process, the state has always been 
a state of the ruling, exploiting class; a slave-holders' state in the 
classic times, a land-owmers' state in the Middle Ages, and a capital- 
owners' stale in the modem civic sodety. 

But the instrument of nile of the hitherto exploiting cla.s$es 
seemed suddenly in the nineteenth century about to be shattered. 
Those who had been until now the exploited and the oppressed diinbed 
into the lap of time, and demanded stormily thdr rt^s in the won¬ 
derful kingdom of culture which their own rough, labor-calloosed 
hands had mainly faidikmed. In the year 1848 the insolent and arro¬ 
gant exploiting class was confronted with a question that was new in 
the history of the world: The tabor question. The fiery breath of 
the oncoming proletarian class was blown in the fact^ of the bour¬ 
geoisie from the harricade battles of the Paris revolution of Fcbmary. 
And to authenticate, as it were, to the outside World the dawn of a new 
age in the world's history, the rei-olutioo of l&tS called a working¬ 
man (by tlie name of Marie) to the provisional government. They 
proclaimed the universal suffrage and. according to Lassalle, declared 
the purpose of the state to be the betterment .of the lot of the workiiig 
class. 

Ferdinand Lassalle grasped clearly the exploiting character of 
the modem capitalistic economy, and with revolutionary passion he 
ctied out to the workers: "Save! save yourselves out of the social 
condition which has reduced your humanity to a commodity!'^ 

The great jxiwer which is to rescue them from the hardships and 
anxieties of capitalistic slavery is, according to Laisalle, the state built 
upon the universal suffrage. 

It is the historical mission of this stale to accomplish the release 
of the working class from its economic and political bonds. In the 
theories of Lassalle the state enjoys a certain creative power. It can 
and will achieve the evidution anil the training of men mto freedom. 
The democratic state, tatting bold with Socialistic purpose, will trans¬ 
form the business world which is now split into warring camps by 
ab}-smal contradictions, liven considering the social-political plan 
presented by I.assalic as a s^llution for the problem (tl* establishment 
of productive societies with itate aid) as an emergency measure, the 
LoSallcw basic thought is revealed. It is this: that the democratic 
state, with far-seeing spirit and miglity Iiand, is able systematically to 
uanzfomi ca|ntalism into Soci-ilisni, and save society from the as- 
.sault of the violen* revolution, which comes threateningly upon 
brazen sandals. 

In the s^ial-political program of Lassalle the state assumes a 
(dace of dominating power among the economic and social powers of 
the time. A portion of original, creative power rests in the state.—

city m wagons from distances as great as forty to fifty miles. Now who 
can not see that the useless lalior and other expense on the part of the 
fanner wlvi hauls tliesc various distanm must react disastrioasly upon 
his own farm ? He is getting the barest lii-ing out of his fann, and as 
a result lie ik>es no* liavc tlie money to supply himself with sneh 
machinery as he should have, and such fertilizers as will enable■Wm to 
build up his farm, so it goes down and ikiwn until it is finally 
ahanikincd. and allowed to lie out ami wash away as the acres near the 
city are ikiing, while tlie fanner clears up new lands that will be for a 
time more proiluctive. In the country where I live there are thousands 

"1! productive. Today 

there is scarcely a trace of vegetation upon it. but instead it is covered 
with gullies and ravines. If when this land was abanikmed it had been 
set m forest trees, or perennial grasses, it might have been saved, but 
suoli a couri^ is hardly thought of under a system wliere the incentive 
is either to eke out some sort of a mean living, or to get rich quick .ind if 
this can be rlonc by any means, even bj- destroying the forest and tum- 
ing the lumber into cash, the average man of capitalistic mind is willing 
that the earth may become a baked clod for the generations yet to live. 

The fact is that there are many times more cleared land than is 
ncccssar)’ to sntqily the population, and yet the forests are still being 
slcstroycd, and no provision is ticing made for reforesting This fact 
cpiisliiulcs a source of great waste in several wa.s. There is the waste 
from the soil of these cleared. Imt uncultivated 1 mds being leached out

On page 152 of the Biennial Report of the Cbrnmis- 
skmer of Agricultnre of Tennessee (li/>3-4) the sute chemist says tliat 
acid phosphate can be made for $6.00 per ton, yet for several year* I 
have been using it. and paying $18 per ton, thus paying a tribute of 
$12 to parasites who do not add a cent of wealth to the cuuntry.but live 
from the profits extractcil from the labor of otbt^ The state chemist 
asks: "Who will start tlie movement which wiU guaraiMee cheap arid 
phospliate in Tennessee, and make |»ssible the grgat future ilevelopiiient 
of agriculture in this state?" I answer. Then^ialist has already 
pointed out the way, and Socialism will start the.movement you desire. 

In calling attention to this criminal waste in bnd that has been 
going on for years in this country, and the awful il(>nsc<iucncos that will 
surely follow as our population increases. I dtiKlaim any intention or 
desire to pose as a calamity bowder, but simply Uk the rmiler to study

commerce. Tins power in former 
times was exerted to a very limited 
extent, the Cumberland or National 
Road being the most notable in¬ 
stance.

H. Taft, former I'nited States Cir¬ 
cuit Judge, in an opinion rendcretl 
by him. said; "Wlten adverse in¬ 
fluences of a pe'conal nature arc 
present, we ntust presume a human 
weakness in all judges to prevent 
Injustice from a frailty of a few.” 

Men may be unconsciously in¬ 
fluenced by personal motives, and 
public policy will ivit trust any 
judge, however great and powerful, 
when such motives arc pn'sent. 

“At common law, tlte ownersHp 
of a single share of stock in a cor¬ 
poration which is a party to a suit, 
absointely disqualifies the judge to 
bear it.” 

“It is held by some courts that 
where a judge is a taxpayer of a 
cotmty, he cannot hear the case in 
which the county is interested. No 
one claims that in many such cases 
a jndge is not able to diseard uV 
terly from his consideration of the 
merits of the case, every motive of 
pecunianr interest, but the policy of 
the laze forbids that Ktigoats should 
be exvposed fo the possibilities of 
bias artsiug therefrom." 

The Wisconsin Statute on the 
ground of public policy, forbids all 
(trials, incinding notaries publiiL 
from accepting railroad pa«ses or 
franks or privileges of iny sort un¬ 
der penalty of imprisonment of not 
more than five years nor less than 
one year. This being the policy of 
the law, in what position does a can¬ 
didate for judge place himself by 
accepting contributions from the 
sources we have indicated for his 
campaign fund? Let them answer.
